The questions as submitted anu 
the answers as prepared by Mr. 
Brady will be published as a reg- 
ular feature in The News. First 
installment of the questions and 
answers follows: 

Q.—Can birth announcements or 
party invitations, when not sealed, 
be mailed for 1%c? 

A.—No. Not even if printed 
and details checked with pen or 
pencil. The correct postage, seal- 
ed or not sealed, is 2c local, 3c 
outside. 

Q.—Does air mail cost 6c an 
ounce in addition to regular post- 
age? 

A.—No. The air mail rate is 6c 
per ounce in the United States or 
Canada. Regular postage may be 
used with the inscription Air Mail 
on envelope. 

Q.—Does special delivery stamp 
cover postage on a letter? 

A.—No. The regular postage 
must be paid, as the special deliv- 
ery stamp is in payment of deliv- 
ery service only, and is not good 
for postage under any condition.

Why Not Consolidate the Courts 


Consolidation of the two Upland courts, to be served by 
one judge, may or may not be realized when the new eity 
council makes its appointments after the April election. 
However, if the consolidation ever is going to be realized, it 
would seem that next month is the time to take such action. 

Why should the courts be consolidated? That’s a logical 
question. Perhaps, more logical is another question: What 
is there to justify the maintenance of two courts here? 

It seems odd that in a city and township such as Upland 
two courts are maintained—one at the city hall, another one 
in the residential part of Upland. It not only seems odd, but 
also unnecessary. One judge can serve both courts. Only in 
very rare cases would there ever be any conflict of jurisdic- 
tion.

If one judge presided over both courts, the fines would go 


to the benefit of the city or the county—depending upon the 

origin of the cases and not on the diseretion of the judge. 
Voters in the township elect a judge every four years. 

The salary set by the county supervisors and paid out of the 


county tax money is $150 a month for the judge, and $25 a 
month for a court clerk. The township judge, commonly 
called justice of the peace, provides his own court room here. 
The city council is required to appoint a ‘‘city judge’’. The 
present salary is $100 a month. At the time of his death, the 
late Judge Burlingame’s salary was $150 a month. 

Can money be saved for the city by appointing the jus- 
tice of the peace as the city judge? While the position of 
judge should not be placed on a commercial basis, open to 
the financial bidding of aspirants, the city councilmen can no 
doubt make arrangements to effect a saving. 

Property owners of this district are paying $275 a month 
now and were paying $325 a month for judicial administra- 
tion in the city and township. 

Ontario has one judge serving the 
courts.

Sun and Moon Will 
Stage Rare Eclipse 
On Sunday, April 7 


A second “rare celestial show” | 


will be staged in the vast theatre 
of the sky on April 7, when the 
moon will almost completely black 
out the sun in an annular or ring 
eclipse, according to astronomers. 
This lunar-solar display, following 
closely the recent spectacular ar- 
ray of planets, has not occurred 
Since 1865 and there will not be 
a repeat performance until May 
10, 1994, according to astronom- 
ical mathematicians. 

Although the eclipse will be vis- 
ible in varying degrees over vir- 
tually all of North America and 
the northern areas of South Amer- 
ica, the full magnitude of the show 
will be evident in an area from 
Texas to Florida. 

The moon's disk is scheduled to 
cover approximately 86 per cent 
of the sun, producing a pronounc- 
ed twilight effect in which the at- 


mosphere will have a _ peculiar 
transparency, tinted an_ eerie, 
greenish yellow.
